Increased Interest in Pro

Outstanding Trend of Vear 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The strik- 
ing increase in attendance and in- 


terest in professional sports, par- 
ticularly pro football, was singled 
out today as the outstanding sports 
trend of 1938. 

More than 50 separate trends 
were noted by the 70 sports edi- 
tors participating in the eighth an- 
nual Associated Press sports poll 


but the main emphasis was placed 


on the growth of professional at- 
tractions with pro football as the 
bell-wether. 

Better showmanship was cred- 
ited with at least a share in the 
upward move in attendance not 
only for football but also for base 
ball and racing. Rules changes, it 
was noted, had speeded up such 
other games as hockey, basketball 
and college football with beneficial 
results at the box office. A sharp 
increase in the number of women 
fans helped baseball attendance 
and both baseball and football 
were aided by the increase in night 
games. 

More Scoring in Football. 
Oddly enough the ‘general at- 
tendance rise in spectator sports 
has been accompanied by a re- 
markable growth in such partic- 
ipation sports as skiing, skating, 
bowling; badminton and softball al- 
though one observer thought the 
last-named sport was on the down- 
grade, \ 

A long series of trends, largely 
technical, were noted in football, 
especially the college brand. Among 
these were the trends toward 
heavier scoring, more fields goals, 
greater use of the forward pass as 


of side-line punting, a sharp let- 
down in lateral passing and other 
forms of “razzle dazzle” in favor 
of less risky offensive maneuvers, 
and heavy increased use of the re- 
verse. 

Although one observer felt chere 
was less recruiting and subsidizing 
in college football, others remarked 
on à general easing of the official 
bans on such practices. Several 
made a point of the tremendous 
growth of six-man and 150-pound 
football as well as increased in- 
terest in the high school brand. 
Others noted a better balance be- 
tween small and large college foot- 
ball, indicating less concentration 
ef football material in the big 
schools. | 

Decline in Mat Interest. 

In baseball, several critics drew 
attention to the unprecedented epi- 
demic of sore arms among out- 
standing pitchers and concluded 
that the lively ball could be blamed 
at least in part. Noted also was 
the New York Yankees’ complete 
domination of major league base- 
ball and the efforts of their rivals 
to match the world champions in 
sheer power. 

Lower golf scores were accom- 
panied by decreased interest in 
tournament golf in the opinion of 
several sports editors. Others com- 
mented on the decline in boxing and 
wrestling, especially the latter. 

Other trends noted included: In- 
creased emphasis on the team rath- 
er than the individual; increased 
capitalizing on sports reputations 
by outstanding stars; the wide- 
spread hiring of minor league fig- 
ures as major league managers, 
and the over-balance of the of-

The knowledge that some powerful and 
incisive instrument such as a couragéous 
newspaper, for instance, is enlisted irrevoc- 
ably on the side of public right and civic 
decency acts as a deterrent to public mal- 
feasance and protected crime.
